withheld from them. But the other matter, 
the matter in which every person in Ireland 
was vitally interested, ought to be decided 
openly and in public.

He would favour the holding of the session 
on the Curregh for every man, woman, and 
child in Ireland to hear it. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh was in entire agreement with 
Mr. McEntee.

Mr. J. Etchingham said that the country had 
heen kept in the dark and was saying so. The 
liberty of Ireland and the interests of Ireland 
were the concern of every man and woman and 
boy and girl in Ireland, and they should be 
as conversant with it as any of those who repre- 
sented them. Let them have all the publicity 
they could; let them have a public session and 
thrash this thing out, as they had nothing to 
fear.

“ CALLED A TRAITOR.” 


Mr. Collins said that he did not object to the 
second document being read, but the prior 
document should have been read first. They 
had agreed, those of them who differed, those 
of them who took one stand—they had agreed 
to make no statement that wcuid im any way 
rejudge the issue. He had even refrained 
bia speaking to members of the Dail; he had 
not said a hard word about anybody—(hear, 
ucar)—he knew that he had been called a 
traitor. (‘ No, no.) 

Mr. de Valera—By whom? 


Mr. Collins went on to say that the [Irish 


people could decide whether he was a traitor 
or not. He was prepared to mect any man 
who called bim a traitor at any time or 


et any place now as in the past. For that reason 
he did na want the issue to be prejudged. 
He supported a public session, and though 
members of the Dail might differ as to ube 
advantage to be gained on one side or the 
other by a private session, if there was any 
matter of detail it could be discussed first in 
private and then, he thought, they might be 
able to make it public. 

He was willing to go as far as that, but that 
was only a detail, and on the essentials he was 
for publicity now and al! along. Might he just 
put one point right? It was important that it 
should be stated, because it rather put them 
at a disadvantage. He agreed with what the 
President said, that the honour of ireland was 
‘ot involved in accepting that document. _Ire- 
land was fully free to accept or reject. Many 
a Parliament of a country had refused to accept 
the decisions of its plenipotentiaries, even when 
those decisions might be considered legally and 
morally more binding than the present deci- 


ons. 

He could only make it plain again that that 
document en agreed to by the signa- 
tories, and recommended to the: Dail for ac- 
ceptance. If the Dail did not accent it he as 
one of the signatories was relieved of all 
responsibility for the document itself, but he 
was bound to recommend it over his signature. 
Of course, they were bound to take action im 
whatever way action was implied by their sign- 
ing the document. He did want to emphasise 
that. It would get rid of the point that the 
member for Monaghan was concerned about. 
The Dail was perfectly free to accept or reject, 
and the members of the delegation were only 
bound to recommend it to the Dail for accept. 


=“ NOT BINDING 


UNTIL RATIFIED BY THE DAIL. 


Mr. de Valera said that the main point had 
been settled by the admission of the delegates 
themselves of the fact that they in Dublin did 
not sign the terms. It was ridiculous to think 
that. they should complete a Treaty without the 
right of ratification by that assembly. That 
was the only thing that mattered, and it was, 
therefore, agreed that that Treaty was simply 
an agreement, and that, it was not binding until 
the Dail ratified it. (Hear, hear.) 

As to the differences which bad arisen, he 
did not read out the first document, because 
he had been informed that it had never been 
accepted, and that it had not been presented.

BRITISH GALLANTRY IN 


FRONTIER FIGHTS. 


PESHAWAR, Tuesday. 

Last Saturday 10 Frontier Constabulary at 
Banu attempted to round up the settlement of 
Alakki, a notorious outiaw in the Bhittan 
country. The village was picketed, but the 
outiaw had bolted. 

The headman promised hostages, which did 
not come; on the contrary, the tribesmen 
gathered in force, and the retirement of the 
Constabulary was ordere’.

The 
delegates had certainly no power to conclude a 
treaty -whether they were given credenti's bv 
the President or not.

NOT PRESENTED OR ACCEPTED. 


Mr. Griffith maid that in order that no wrong 
impression might be created as regards the cre- 
dentials which they carried from the President 
he wished to say that Mr. Lloyd George asked 
for no credentials, buf he (Mr. Grifith) be- 
Leved that Mr. Lioyd George saw the document.

THE NEW IRISH FLAG. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—There have been various communica- 
tions to the Press speculating on the probable 
flag to be adopted by the Irish Free State 
under the Treaty of the 6th December, ‘ 
May 1 direct your attention to the fact that 
the question ss settled by the first clause of 
the Treaty, which states that “ 'reland shall 
have the same constitutional] sfafus in ‘Le com- 
munity of nations known as the British La Lire 
as the Dominion of “apala, etc.” 

It is a universal precedent that the flag of 
a British Dominion is that of the her

blue or the red ensign. The countries named 
in the Treaty use the blue and red ensigns, with 
the armorial bearings of the Dominion in the 
case of Canada, the badge of the Common- 
wealth (the six-pointed star) in the case of 
Australia, the badge of the Dominion (the stars 
of the Southern Cross) in that of New Zealand, 
and the arms of the States of the Union in that 
of South Africa. The blue ensign is exclusively 
the flag of the public service other than Royal 
Navy, and the red ensign that of private 
persons or ships 

The flag of the Irish Free State will, there- 
fore, be the blue or red ensigu of the British 
Empire, with the armoria] bearings or badge of 
the Irish State in the fly. The recognised 
armorial bearings of Ireland. are the red cross 
of St. Patrick on a white shield. It is 
apparently a subject for choice by the Irish 
Government whether a badge—tay, a eircle with 
a shamrock or the wolf-hound and round 
tower—might be adopted in lieu of the armorial 
bearings, though the latter are more dignified. 

The use of the Irish harp (uncrowned and 
not crowned, as suggested be one ocorrespon- 
dent) on a field of St. Patrick’s blue is not 
admissible as a badge or armorial bearings, not 
because it ig not Irish, but because it is the 
personal armoria] bearing of the King of 
{reland, borne by His Majesty King George V. 
and his predecessors for many centuries, and 
no one of inferior ran' cept the Viceroy is

Ireland’s Hour. 
In the Speech from the Throne yester- 
‘day the King expressed his earnest hope 
that the Articles of Agreement between 
Great Britain and Ireland would end 
the strife of centuries. Both Houses of 
the Imperial Parliament endorse His 
Majesty's hope and are ready to do their 
full share in bringing it to fulfilment. 


| Two veterans of the Irish conflict— 
| Viscount Morley and the Earl of Dun- 


raven—recommended the Treaty to the 
Lords. In the Commons men of all 
parties spoke with a single ‘voice of 
approval and thanksgiving. It was one 
‘of the greatest occasions in the Prime 
Minister's career and he did not fail to 
rise to it. His speech was an eloquent 
and closely reasoned defence of this cul- 
minating effort to secure peace between 
the two islands—to pluck a thorn from 
the Empire's foot and te set Ireland upon 
the path of a free and happy nationhood. 
He asked the House to agree that 
the Treaty is an equally good bargain for 
both countries. England surrenders many 
rights in Ireland, but she protects the 
supremacy of the Crown and her strategic 
safety. She turns a foe into a friend, 
and the new friendship will reverberate 
round the world in an improvement of her 
relations with all its peoples. Already 
the Irish Treaty has made .a large con- 
tribution to settlement in the Pacific. 


Ireland surrenders one thing which, 
‘in any event, must have remained 
a costly and unattainable ideal: she 


abandons the vision of an independent 
Republic. On the other hand, she re- 
ceives more than any other country, great 
ór small, ever has received .from the 
mightiest Empire in history. She is 
taken, with one gesture, into full partner- 
ship of its immense powers and privileges. 
She wins the almost illimitable status of 
a Dominion. She becomes a potent factor 
in the making of Imperial policy. She’ 
acquires complete control of her internal | 
affairs. She has come slowly to her in- 
heritance, but it is a far richer and greater 
inheritance than any of which her genera- 
tions of patriots had dared to dream. 

Mr. Lloyd George was.frank with the 
House of Commons. He confessed that 
the difficulties had been tremendous and 
that they were conquered only by the 
patience and courage of the negotiators 
on both sides. At the very last moment 
success was snatched from the jaws of. 
failure. “It was done,” said the Prime 
Minister, “but only just.” These six 
words have a serious warning for Ireland. 
Our Orpheus has not yet completed his 
task of rescue. He has “drawn iron tears 
down Pluto's cheek” and has carried 
Eurydice to the very threshold of liberty 
and light—but only to the threshold. 
Will he look back now and lose the 
fateful burden for ever? We have no 
desire to embarrass or inflame the coun- 
sels of Dail Eireann; but we- must tell 
it that its proceedings yesterday have dis- 
appointed, if they have not alarmed@, the 
country. After a confused debate on the 
question of the Irish delegates’ credentials 
the Dail went into private session and re- 
mained there till a late hour. We under- 
stand that to-day’s session also will he 
private, and that the ratification of the 
Treaty will not be considered until to- 
morrow. Surely the ratification of the 
Treaty is the only thing that matters? 
Certainly it is the one thing for which the 
vast majority of Irishmen are concerned. 
Mr. de Valera insists that the “ pleni- 
potentiaries ” ought to have submitted the 
Treaty to the Dail Cabinet be re they 
signed it; but their failure to submit it 
alters nothing. In any case it must have 
come before Dail Fireann, and it is before 
Dail Eireann now. The Treaty is the 
vital and urgent thing.~Will Dail Fireann 
ratify it or reject it? That is what the 
Irish people want to know. Minor matters 
can await the leisurely verdict of 
posterity. | : 

We ventute to remind Dail Eireann of 
two things. In the first place, the eyes 
of the whole world are upon it in this 
hour. It is, roughly, the body which, if 
the Treaty is ratified, will form the 
Provisional Governmént of Ireland for 
the best part of a year. The world will 
test its fitness for that high responsibility 
—its statesmanship, its temper, its 
capacity to Jay the foundations of ordered 
freedom—by its conduct in this most 
critical of all its sessions. Moreover, the 
world includes Ulster, and every act and 
word of the Dail will influence Ulster’s 
attitude to the ideal of a united Ireland. 
In the next place, the Irish people want 
peace and want it quickly. They are 
keenly conscious of the dangers of delay. 
They know that an unsettled situation 
affords fertile soil for the seeds of mis- 
chief. The Treaty has been achieved— 
“but only just’; and Ireland is anxious 
that it shall be made secure from any 
sort of accident or misadventure. It is 
very proper that Dail Eireann should 
arratige its own differences in private; 
but, in the matter of the Treaty, it is a 
trustee for the Irish people and its public 
obligations—instant and precious obliga- 
tions—ought to. have pride of place. To- 
day Great Britain and the Empire stretch 
forth the hand of friendship. Will the 
Dail grasp it, ending, once for all, the 
ancient quarrel and taking hope, instead 
of memory, for its guide? The mandate 
of its constituents is not in doubt. The 
Irish people, through their Churches, 
their Press, their men of letters and 
affairs, call for a decisive and immediate 
| ratification of the Treaty of Peace.

i | The Geddes Report. 


Sir Eric Geddes’s famous “ Economy 
Committee” signed its interim report last 
night. There is good reason for the 
belief that Sir Eric Geddes and his 
colleagues have heen largely successful in 
their task. It was not easy. Sir Robert 
Horne instructed them, by hook or by 
crook, to reduce the ordinary supply esti- 
mates for next year from £603,000,000 to 
£428,000,000—in other words, to effect a 
saving of £175,000,000 on the nation’s 
yearly expenditure. How has this feat 
been achieved? The chief item of expendi- 
ture, of course, is the £193,750,000 which 
are absorbed by armaments. The decisions 
of the Washington Conference will have 
cleared the way for considerable reduc 
tions in this department, but really drastic 
“-cuts,” undoubtedly, would be premature. 
War pensions cost £112,000,000. Clearly, 
they cannot be touched. Then come 
education with £67,000,000. health with 
£31,000,000, old age pensions with 
£26,000,000, and labour with £18,250,000. 
Police and buildings together cost 
£27,500,000. These are the trees to 
which Sir Eric Geddes apparently has 
applied his axe. Some valuable services 
are bound to suffer; but economy cannot 
afford to discriminate very nicely, and 
money must be saved. If Sir Robert 
Horne’s ideal be achieved, there may be 
a. chance at last of some relief for the 
unfortunate taxpayer. So much has been 
promised in the past, however, that the 
wise man will expect nothing lest he be 
disappointed once again. 


Canadian Cattle. 


The Canadian cattle question has taken 
a curious turn. Hitherto controversy 
between the Dominion and the Mother 
Country in regard 
limited to the problem of the famous 
embargo. Canada.has been anxious to 
send her surplus stores to Britain; but 
the British—with the aid of the Irish— 
farmers have succeeded in keeping them 
out for the past twenty-five years. Now 
the boot is on the other foot. The High 
Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been notified .by the Minister of Agri- 
culture at Ottawa that, owing to the 
existence of foot-and-mouth disease in 
England, the importation to Canada of 
cattle, sheep, other ruminants, and swine 
from the United Kingdom, with the 
exception of Scotland, is _ prohibited. 
Canada certainly hag succeeded in turn- 
ing the tables on the English  cattle- 
raisérs. The question of the embargo is 
.still unsolved, and the recent report of 
the: Finlay Commission remains the latest 
word on the subject. That body, our 
readers will remember, virtually advised 
the Government to raise the embargo in 
spite of the very strong arguments which 
were adduced by the Irish witnesses in 
favour of its retention. If and when the 
Irish. Free State comes into being, this 
problem will be one of the first things 
which our Government must tackle, 


The Prisons of Venice. 


The craze of utilitarianism—the nature 
of which is aptly expressed by the ugliness 
of the word—is eating gradually into all 
the cherished institutions of mankind. 
Churches are being ‘‘converted”’ info 
“picture palaces,’ historic hoúses are 
losing their identity in flats, and things 
of beauty throughout the world are being 
sacrificed on the altar. of the modern 
Moloch. The Venice prisons are the latest 
victims. Prisons per se may not be either 
beautiful or historic; but the news that 
ithe famous Pozzi are to be turned into 
a concert hall will fill the lover of ancient 
things with dismay. The old prisons of 
Venice, which are joined to the Doges’ 
Palace by the Bridge of Sighs, were built 
in the sixteenth century by Giovanni da 
Ponte. Under the Republic they were the 
scene of many historic dramas, and in 
later days they were filled by patriots like 
iommaseo and Manin, who were thrown 
into their dungeons by the Austrians.

the torture chamber and place of executio 

have been visited by más" se of rarer 
men. Surely the Venetians can do with- 
out a concert hall, or, if they must have 
.it, they can find some other site. Doubt- 
less, _the Municipal Council, like the 
Dublin County Council. is anxious to 
enforce economy at all costs; but to de- 
prive Venice of her prisons would be an 
act of vandalism.

LIVERPOOL'S EXPANDING 
TRADE. 
— er 


The linking of Livegpes!-with Birkénhead by 
means of ail wae the subject of an ad- 
dreas which Sir William Forwood, K.B.E., yes 
terday delivered to the members of the Liver- 
pool Chamber of Commerce. Sir William re- 
minded his hearers: that 50 years ago the 
Chamber’s fight had been to obtain from the 
railway companies a recognition of the geo- 
graphical position of Liverpool, The fight in 
the future would be to find room for the trade 
which this position brought. It might 
urged that the present time was inopportune to 
incur Jarge expenditure, but, said Sir William, 
trade depression could not, and would not, last. 

Visualising the West Coast of Great Britam 
from the Clyde to the Land’s End, a distance 
of 400 miles, it would be found that Liverpool 
had the only deep water haven along that ex- 


now practically an. open port at all times. 
Indeed, if Liverpool were closed as a port it 
would be a national disaster, whereas if Lon- 
don were closed it would be merely a national 
inconvenience. . 

Further dock construction on the Liverpool 
side of the Mersey would be attended with 
difficulty, whereas the Dock Board had pro- 
vided a magnificent dock in Birkenhead, with 
deep water entrances, fine broad quays, and 
complete graving dock accommodation. But 
all this had remained in a eemi-derelict eondi- 
tion, and would so continue until it was linked 
up to Liverpool. How was this linking to be 
made—by bridges or by tunnel? 

The City Engineer, Mr. Brodie, a great 
authority, had suggested a bridge starting from 
the top of Lord street, near the Queen Victoria 
Memorial, and crossing the river in one span. 
A prior scheme had been for a bridge acrogs 
the Mersey in three spans, and it had been 
estimated that the cost at that time—189¢— 
would be £2,714,000. The other alternative 
was a tunnel, and he had been informed by Sir 
Francis Fox that such a tunnel could be carried 
under the river at a total length of 3,620 yarde, 
with a gradient of 1 in 30 


Taking everything into consideration he was} 


disposed to favour the construction of tunnels 
lined with iron which would make them water- 
tight, and involve little. or no expense for 
pumping. The question was how was the 
money to be found? It was deeply to be re- 
gretted that the Government had not recog- 
nised the future importance of Liverpool as a 
port, and had not constituted the Dock Board 
as the Riparian authority. 

He sugyested that the Board should obtain 
an Act of Parliament, as they did in the case 
ot the Overhead Railway, and transfer their 
powers to a public company to construet the 
tunnel, and in conjunction with the four muni- 
cipal authorities bordering the estuary should 
guarantee the interest on the bonds that might 
be issued. He did not think this liability would 
be more than nominal, 


CHOPIN’S PRELUDES. 


MISS SULLIVAN'S RECITAL. 


Yesterday afternoon, in the Aberdeen Hall, 
Gresham Hotel, Dublin, Miss Geraldine Sulli- 
van gave some original and thoughtful etudies 
of the Chopin “ Préludes ’’—those slight poems 
of music that mean so much to all pianists. 
What they actually and exactly do mean will 
always be pure conjecture, though we know, of 
course, that Chopin composed each as an ex- 
pression of a passing mood. or poetic fancy. 
3ut the idea-of programme music has come to 
stay, and, as we like to keep mental pace with 
the music we listen to, everyone was pleased to 
see the litcrary interpretations, signed by: P. 
MacSwiney, on Miss Sullivan’s programme yes- 
terday. . 

We remember Mons. Cortot’s wonderful illus- 

‘trations of these “ Preludes ” at Woodbrook 
some years ago. He; too, submitted literary 
interpretations ‘of the ‘* Preludes,’ some, too, 
that tainted for us the unforgettable beanty of 
his playing. Mr. MacSwiney’s suggestions for 
thought on vesterday’s programme were alto- 
gether helpful—oftea beautiful, always original, 
and never morbid. even when most imbued with 
the pessimism that besets a strong imagination. 
Miss Sullivan played the ‘ Preludes’’ im 
sequence in groups of eight each, and her dis- 
tinctive playing made this quick review very 
absorbing. She has one reat essential 
to Chopin-interpretation—splendid left-hand 
technique—and her backgrounds and subsidiary 
settings were unusually effectivé. 
_ Perhaps she was best in the Agifato and other 
impetuous movements, when the grace and 
variety of her phrasing was a constant pleasure, 
notably so in Nos. 8 and 24. Of the slow move- 
ments the second Largo (No. 9) gave the organ- 
idea of the programme cleverly, the pronounced 
pedal touches being artistically conveyed. 
No. 13, Lento, “ The silver lake a deep reflect- 
ing mirror,” was full of nicefies of touch and 
outhnme; and No. 15, Sostenuto, became an im- 
pressive tone-picture of the cloisters, the 
crescendo and declive of the tolling being 
especially effeciive. 

In another beautiful aketch, “ Moderato” 
(No. 23)—*‘ a blithe hill where the lingering sun 
would play ... . with glistening smiles and 
fleeting laughter’’—the poise and delicacy of 
delivery were charming. 

Of all the clever interpretatione one seemed 
very far-fetched. This was No. 22, Molto 
Agiato, * Life is a raging bull to be taken by 
the horns; grip well, your only chance! " The 
‘Grey clouds all white in the eunlight bine ” 
of No. 19, Virace, with its sense of evanescent 
fluctuating beauty, were preferable. Miss 
Sullivan played the last, ‘“ Appassionato,” with 
an intensity that suggested that she had hardly 
been heard at her best in Chopin—fine as was 
her playing—and one was disappointed to find 
her encore piece still from him,

PROLONGED PRIVATE SESSION. 
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The ratification of the Irish Peace Treaty was the sole business 
for discussion yesterday at sessions of Parliament and Dail Eireann, 
which opened in London and Dublin respectively. 

‘After opening the session in public the Dail continued in private 
for the remainder of the day. It will resume in private this morn- 
ing. Ihe main question of ratification or rejection of the agree- 
ment will\ however, be considered in public to-morrow. 

Thousands of people thronged the route from Buckingham Palace 
to Westminster, and cheered the King to the echo when he drove in 


State to open Parliament. 


Within the House of Lords the scene was brilliant, ~Peers in 
scarlet and ermine, diplomats in gorgeous uniform, and Peeresses 
wearing diamond tiaras constituting a remarkable setting to the historic 
occasion. The attendance established a record. 

When the King and Queen arrived the Speaker and Members of 


the House of Commons were summoned, and the King read his speech

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A LATE BEGINNING. |

Yesterdays meeting of An Dail 
Fireann, so far as ghe public part of it 
was concerned, at Any rate, was rather 
disappointing. Yet it made two things 
clear. The split in the Sinn Fein Cabinet is 
very real, and Dail Eireann still has some- 
thing to learn before it can conduct the 
affairs of the Irish nation with that 
efliciency which is essential to success, ' 

[he meeting was scheduled to begin in 
the National University buildings in 
arlsfort terrace at 11 o'clock, It was 
neariy half an hour behind time. Quite 
a large crowd had gathered in the street 
and greeted the better known members of 
the Dail as they arrived. The centre of 
interest was a Jarge Sinn Fein flag, with a 
heavy black border, which a couple of 
agile youths attached to a tram standard. 
But, on the whole, there was little excite- 
melt. 

The Dail foregathered in one half of a 
larce double room; the other half was 
“llotted to the Press. The Speaker's dais 
vas right in the middle, with the result 
that the newspaper men were all behind 
his back, and could follow the proceedings 
only with difficulty. 

There was a full attendance of mem- 
bers. Madame Markievicz was early on the 
premises, and she was followed shortly 
afterwards by Mr. Gavan Duffy, who 
looked far more like a Russian Ambas- 
sador than an Irish Deputy. Mr. de 
Valera, for once, had discarded his sombre 
black attire and was garbed in brown ; he 
arrived with the Lord Mayor of Dublin. 
Mr. Michael Collins was almost unrecog- 
nisable without his moustache, while 
Mr. Barton was as spruce as ever. 


PRELIMINARY DISCUSSION.

Mr. Collins protested not go quietly, 
but Mr. de Valera would not be gainsaid. Then 
tempers began to rise, and the atmosphere was 
becoming highly charged, when somebody re- 
minded the House that a motion was io be put. 
This saved the situation for the moment; but 
‘the gloves were Off, and it was very obvious 
that the difference of opinion between the de 
Valera and the Griffith groups was something 
more than a mere matter of technicality. 


Professor MacNeil! did his best to keep to the 
point, but he had a difficult task..

they had agreed upon the fundamental prin- 


ciples, should be most carefully examined.

The Commons were’ sent for, and there was 
silence until they arrived, with the Speaker at 
their head, followed immediately by Mr 
Liovd George and Mr. Asgtith, and 
many members of the Government and 
from the front Opposition bench. Lady Astor, 
in the usual black costume that she wears ip 
the House, was among the members. 

When the Commons had taken the places 
allotted to them, the King took the text of hin 
Speech from the hand of the kneeling Lord 
Cnancellor, and began to r ad in clear, res¢ nant 
tones.

Proceeding, his lordship . recalled a speech 
made by the late Duke of Devonshire in Dublin 
many years ago, when he gaid:—“Is it neces- 
sary when a man turns his coat that he shquld 
divest. himself of every part of his raiment?’ 
The Marquis Curzon thonght that it was not 
in the least necessary, because he came down 
there that day with his coat turned, that he 
shoukj appear in such a state of 
absolute nudity. (Renewed laughter.) He 
also recalled a atatement of Mr. Birrell’s, which 
ie did not know was true until that night, 
that it was a British characteristic, though not 
a very agreeable one, that once we were beaten 
we went over in a body to the successful 
enemy, and even abandoned, and cold-shonidered 
and snubbed, in action and in writing; the few 
who adhered to our cause in ill oat different 
tures. 

I am, continued Lord Carson, one of the suffer- 
ing few. (Chee re.) I speak for those who, rí 
ing on British honour and British justice, have, 
in giving their best for the service of the State, 
seen themselves deserted and cast aside with. 
out one single sign of recognition. The noble 
Marquis paid a generous and eloquent tribute 
to Michael Collins, head of the murder gang, :s 
Sir Hamar Greenwood described him only a 
short time ago in the House of Commons. 


AN EXTRAORDINARY POSITION, 


He would Bke to know where they stood at 
the present moment. In the resolution moved 
they were asked to confirm what they wer 
pleased to call “' these articles of agreement for 
a treaty between Greet Britain and Ireland,”’ 
to confirm and to ratify them. Was there ever 
a House of Lords or House of Commons put into 
such “an extraordinary position? (Cheers.) 
For thirty years or mor the late 
Unionist Party had been fighting the question 
of modified Home Rule. All of a sudden they 
said that Home Rule was not good enough ; 
they must have the real thing. England must 
abandon Ireland, at the very heart of the Em- 
pire, to independence, He did not believe that 
m the whole history of the Constitution any- 
thing like this had ever been brought about. 
It bed been brought suddenly forward, and 
that change, which was to break up the United 
Kingdom, and, in the words of Sir ,.

was not to be presented to the Houses of Par- 
liament or to the country, but His Majesty was 
to be asked to sanction it. (Cheers.) He would 
like to ask if Mr. Gladstone or Mr. Asquith had 
attempted to do what they were attempting to 
do.

Marquis,” said Lord Carson, “which in future 
I hope he will spare me. I think*a man, in 
my opinion, who has betrayed me has no right

BETRAYAL OF ULSTER, 
A PRESS CAMPAIGN. 


The constant preacling at Ulster was all 
nonsense. The Treaty bore a lie on the face 


of. it It was not a treaty between England 
and Ireland The Government had betrayed 
Ulster, as jhey bad betrayed everybody. it 


was all nauseating. For the last three or six 
months the whole vitriolic power of the Press, 
| directed by the propaganda depariment of 10 
Downing street, had been carrying out a cam- 
paign of falsehood and  misrepresentation 
against Ulster. What had Ulster done? He 
would tell them. ‘She has stuck too well to 
you, and you,” said Lord Carson, “' believe that 
because she is loyal you can kick her as you 
like.” In 1914 the Conservative Party pledged 
the whole force of that party to maintain 
Ulsier outside the modified Homé Rule Bill of 
that year. What had happened since to change 
their attitude? 

In 1920 the Government brought in their 
Home Rule Bill of the vear. Was that their 
policy, or was it a sham? Did any of their 
bills ever represent their policy’ (Laughter.) 
At the time, he got from the Prime Minister 
the assurances he asked for, and ithe ‘King 
opened the Parliament, but what happened” 
The murders went on, and the Government 
forgot their pledges. Then the Government 
entered into a prriey with Sinn Fein, and, 
without a word of warning, Ulster was told: 
‘We have arranged with Sinn Fein that there 
is to be a Parliament for the whole of Ire- 
land, the six counties are to come in; and here 
is good news for you: you need not pay 6s. in 
the £ income tax, but probably only 1s. 6d., and 
how happy you ought to become.” 

ister was not for sale, and her loyalty did 
not depend upon taxes. She had her heritage 
as citizens of the United Kingdom, and neither 
the Government nor their Press, with their 
friends in the South of Ireland, need try to 
terrorise Ulster by the bogey of their having 
to pay more taxes. At the same time, he would 
make this ohseryation—that it was an extra- 
ordinary idea of British wustice that, because 
you would not have dealings with the enemics 
of this country and murderers, you must pay 
higher taxation. (Laughter.) The Govern- 
ment had tried to make Ulster’s position im- 
possible, and, what was more than bad, had 
told the Sinn Fein delegates the same. 

“ What have you done? ” asked Lord, Carson 
“You have given these. people the power to 
have an army, and to pay for it out of the 
taxes they collect. You have given them free 
Customs, which enables them io bring arms, 
munitions, aud weapons of war as they like. 
What do they want an army for, unless it 1s 
to invade us? Is it to invade America—(laugh- 
ter)—or the Isle of Man, or the Channcl 
Islands? (Laughter.) No; you know it is 
against us, Ulster will have a standing army 
on her frontier—a difficult frontier.

A GLOOMY OUTLOOK.

CIRCULAR LETTER TO 
M.P.’S. 


Representative bodies of officers and men of 
the Hoya! Irish Constabulary have addressed a 
circular letter to members of Parliament with 
a view of enlisting s rt im furtherance of 
their interests during passage of legislation 
affecting the future government of Ireland. 

Having referred to pledge of the Premier 
and other Ministers that the future welfare of 
the E.I.C. was “ an obligation of honour,” and 
that their claims in the event of any change in 
the government of Ireland would receive 

generous treatment,” the circular states that 
the time has arrived “when these professions 
will be put to the test and the pledges given on 
behalf of the nation redeemed.’ 

A brief review of the history of the R.I.C. is 
given. The circular proceeds :— 

Four hundred and twenty-five have been 
killed, 725 wounded, and the remainder have 
incurred the bitterest animosity of their fellow- 
countrymen, Time alone can tell when this 
may vanish, but the Reyal Irish Constabulary 
cannot look with optimism on their future. They 
rejoice at the propsect of a termination of the 
age-long feud between England and Ireland. 

They feel they are entitled to a share in the 
fruits of peace. . . Now that a change ie 
imminent, the Royal Irish Constabulary not un- 
naturally expect the promised reward for their 
services and their future security. They examine 
the Irish Peace Treaty in vain for any such 
reward. By Article 10 thereof they find they 
are being handed over to the control of the 
Government of an Irish Free State. 

“ Realising the obvious impossibility of ny 
such position, they had some months ago pre- 
sented proposals to the Government, asking for 
disbandment on just and reasonable terms. 
They pointed out that they. were an Imperial 
force, whose contract was with the Imperial 
Government, and that, if the contract was to 
be broken, it was an obligation on the Imperial 
Parliament to compensate the Force. 

“They were actuated in doing so by as much 
consideration for the interests of the peace of 
Ireland as their own interests. They desired 
that any possible cause of friction in the future 
should be removed. 

“ Se far, their representations have been over- 
looked, and the promises of ‘ just and generous 
treatment’ appear to have been forgotten. The 
Royal frish Constabulary feel convinced that the 
traditional sense of justice of the British 
nation will assert itself, and will not allow its 
loyal servants to be sacrificed, and the pledges 
so frequently given by its responsible Ministers 
to go unredeemed.” 

The letter deals with the promises on which 
the case of the R.1.C. is based, and adds that 
they still adhere to their demand for disband- 
ment on just and reasonable terms. 


ELEPHANT RUNS AMOK.

WORKING MAN’S BEER. 


NO PROSPECT OF LOWER 
PRICES. 


It is strange that both the State and the law 
combine to rob the working man of his beer 
(writes our London Correspondent). Brewers 
declare’ that they are quite unable to reduce 
the present high price, because the duty is now 
thirteen times higher than it was hefore the 
war, 

It now neasa threepence, or even more, 
in a pint of eightpenny beer, so there is little 
prospect of a reduction in price while, at the 
om time, the consumption continues to de- 
cline. 

When the new Licensing Act was passed, 
Parliament intended that public-houses and 
places of refreshment should be allowed to re- 
main open until later. As a fact, efforts aro 
being made in all directions to secure that the 
closing hours shall those ruling during the 
war. These two points are causing much dis- 
satisfaction among the workers. 


CATTLE FOOD SUPPLIES.

HOME PRODUCE PLENTIFUL. 


While some good prices were realised at last 
week's Dublin fat stock show and sale, it is 
robable that many of the animals would have 
srought as much, if not more, had they been 
disposed of in. September, with so much less 
expense in the matter of keep, even though 
the stock were out on grass. 

The unusually mild, open weather of the past 
month or more has, in fact, been very favour- 
able for outgrazed stock. Pastures in most 
districts are still wei] covered, and owing to 
the abundence of grass there has been little 
need to draw on the fodder supplies, which, if 
small in bulk this year, are sufficient for the 
season & requirements. Where cattle are kept 
entirely on grass, the land in some parts 1 
overstocked, and this has caused a rush of 
cattle to markets and fairs, with the result 
that prices. have materially declined. 

Roots have proved better and sounder than 
seemed at first likely, and the low prices for 
cereals have caused much of the home-grown 
grain to be kept and crushed for stock-feeding. 
Outside feeding-stuffs, such ae bran, pollard, 
and Indian meal, are plentiful, and can be 
bought more cheaply than in October, but they 
are not meeting with a particularly keen in- 
quiry. There has been little buying of cakes 
and meals, owing to the quantity of home- 
grown grain available for feeding, crushed oats 
and barley being the sele concentrates used in 
many counties. 

Cabbage has been freely fed to stock in Co. 
Leitrim, having matured some weeks earlier 
than in average seasons, and it is expected to 
be used up before the end of the year. 

lt ig curious to observe that in many 
counties the lower prices for finished cattle, as 
well as the mild weather and the abundance of 
grass, have reduced the number of cattle being 
infed this winter; while in others the low 
prices at which stores have been obtainable, 
and the lowered cost of fceeding-stuffs, have 
induced: farmers to tie up more cattle than 
they would otherwise have done. 

The estimated average yield of turnips is 
from 20 to 24 tons per statute acre, or 32 to 
38 tons per Irish acre, and, on the whole, the 
crop has proved satisfactory. Some damage 
to potatoes in pits from sprouting is reported, 
and there are also complaints of rotting in 
Champions. Beyond this the crop is plentiful 
and of excellent quality, but prices tend down- 
wards. Favoured by the mild weather, catch 
crops have done well, and will be of material 
assistance in eking out the fodder supply. In 
County Roscommon early sown rape is fit to 
be eaten off, and rye and vetches, which are 
very forward, promise a plentifu) cut in epring.

CRIME PREVENTION.—The Statistical and 
Social Inquiry Society of Ireland will hold the 
first meeting of the 1921-22 session in the 
Lecture Theatre, Royal Dublin Society, this 
afternoon at 5, with the Lord Chief Justice, 
President of the Society, in the chair. Sir 
Walter Buchanan, E.C.1.E., will read a paper 
on ' Some American views on Penology.’’ This 
Society, which is now entering its 75th year, 
has played a useful part in the formation of 
opinion, and even in the shaping of policy, on 
questions involving economics, social scienec, 
and jurisprudence.

COURT’S DIVERGENT VIEWS. - 


_In the Court of Appeal judgment was given

case of Messrs. Crean and Son, Ltd., v. McMil- 
lan, from a decision of the King’s Bench 
Division, affirming the ruling of the Taxing 


Master as to the apportionment of costs. 

At the trial of the action, the defendant, Mr. 
J. Steen McMillan, succeeded on his counter- 
claim against the plaintiff. The plaintiffs’ bill 
of costs amounted to £284 odd, and the Taxing 
Master disallowed the entire sum, except £5. 
With respect to the counter-claim, he allowed 
the defendant's whole bill of costs, amounting 
to £285 odd. 

Lord Justice Ronan was of opinion that the 
Taxing Master was right: and Lord Justice 
O’Connor was of the contrary opinion. 

The Court, in consequence of their divergent 
views, made an order affirming the decision of 
the King’s Bench Division, in order to enable 
the plaintiffs to appeal to the High Court of

HOT NIGHT IN KERRY; 


PUBLICAN’S CLAIM UPHELD. 
In the Court of Appeal yesterday, Lord 


Justice Ronan and Lord Justice O'Connor de- 
livered judgment in favour of the applicant in 
the maiicious injuries compensation case of 
Mahony v. the Kerry County Council. The 
appeal came before the Court on a case stated 
by the Lord Chief Justice at the Kerry Assizes 
on the hearing of a claim made by the plaintiff, 
the owner of a public-house in the village of 
Farranfore, in respect of injuries to his premises 
on a night when an attack was made on the 
local police barrack. It was stated’ that some 
members of the I.R.A. took possession of the 
public-house, and the police barrack was at- 
tacked from the premises. The police, in reply- 
ing to the attack, committed the injuries, for 
which the applicant sought £500 compensation. 
The Lord Chief Justice stated thet he could 
not see his way to grant the claim for com- 
pensation» but that, if the Court of Appeal 
he'd otherwise, he estimated the damages at 


The Court now held that the claim was 
sustainable in law, and gave judgment in favour 
of the see! for the amount claimed.

The plain- 
tiff alleged that this £5 was given in connection 
with an application by a Mr. Clancy, of Dun- 
arvan, for 20 shares; but the defendant al- 
ged that this was his own money, that Clancy 
had signed an application form, but subse- 
quently told the defendant to cancel it, and 
never in fact paid anything. The defendant, 


. having heard in January that shares had been 


allotted, and not having received any notice of 
allotment himself, saw Mr. Peter O’Connor, 
solicitor to the company, and said: “- How is it 
I never got an official receipt for the £5 cash I 
eo Major Kenny for shares in the company ? 

heard shares have heen -llotted, and I never 
got any notice.” On receipt of a letter from 
the p.uwintiu|s solicitor, tue defendant wrote on 
the 28th January withdrawing any allegations 
against Major Kenny and apologising for any 
trouble or annoyance he might have caused him. 
The plaintiff was not satisfied with this apology, 
and subsequently brought his action, alleging 
that the words used amounted to a charge that 
he had fraudulently applied the £5 to his own 
use. 

The jury found that the worde were not used 
in the sense alleged by the plaintiff, and Mr.
